along fioodways

Alberta municipalities can 
no longer approve develop¬ 
ments in mapped floodways 
and residents choosing to stay 
in homes closest to waterways 
will no longer receive recovery 
funding in the event of future 
disasters, the province an¬ 
nounced Sunday. 

As well, owners of homes in 
designated “flood fringe” areas 
will have to undertake mitiga¬ 
tion measures — examples in¬ 
clude erecting berms and flood 
walls, raising a home on piers 
and water-sealing a property — 
to receive future provincial sup¬ 


port. The mitigation measures 
will have to be good enough 
to ward off a once-in-a-centuiy 
flood. The sweeping changes 
come a little more than three 
weeks after rivers in south¬ 
ern Alberta surged to levels 
not seen in a near-centuiy last 
month, displacing tens of thou¬ 
sands and creating billions in 
damage to homes, businesses 
and vital infrastructure. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, the 
task to rebuild Alberta together 
is no less than monumental,” 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Doug Griffiths said Sunday. 
“We will rebuild in a way that 
makes good sense for future 
generations, we will build in a 
way that makes sense for tax¬ 
payers’ dollars, we will build in 
a way that makes good sense 
for communities, we will build 
in a way that makes sense for 
families.” 

Edmonton has three com¬ 
munities in mapped flood fringe 


areas, covering parts of River- 
dale, Cloverdale and Rossdale 
and requiring mitigation. 

Bill Moore-Kilgannon, 
president of the Riverdale com¬ 
munity league, said his com¬ 
munity would be eager to find a 
permanent solution to flooding. 

“Riverdale would take 
this veiy seriously and would 
want to work closely with the 
city and the province to move 
quickly on an effective mitiga¬ 
tion process.” 

Homes in the floodway and 
those in the fringe that have 
not been properly mitigated 
will also receive a permanent 
notation on their land title to 
notify potential buyers, Grif¬ 
fiths said. Maps have been 
posted to Alberta.ca that shade 
areas considered to be in a 
floodway or flood fringe, but 
the province could not specify 
Sunday how many homes the 
changes would affect.

City Farm program 
could dig us out of 
a food rut: Group 

Sustainable Food Edmon¬ 
ton thinks that Edmon¬ 
tonians have become too 
detached from how their 
food is grown, produced 
and harvested. 

The group wants to 
change that and is looking 
for $250,000 to get there. 

The organization 
has begun a fundraising 
initiative to re-establish 
the City Farm program, 
which ran from 2005-08 
and transformed a plot of 
land in northeast Edmon¬ 
ton into an agricultural 
experience. 

“The general goal is to 
connect kids with nature 
and their food and how 
it’s produced,” said Areni 
Kelleppan, executive dir¬ 
ector of Sustainable Food 
Edmonton. 

The farm will not only 
educate children on how 
farming works, it will also 
develop their collabora¬ 
tive skills by tasking them 
to work in groups to solve 
problems.

Twitter experiment a 
success for youth worker

When youth worker Mark 
Cherrington went on vaca¬ 
tion and handed his Twitter 
account to a few of the high- 
risk kids he works with, he 
didn’t know what to expect. 

“This might be brilliantly 
wonderful or a wonderful 
disaster,” Cherrington said of 
the 10-day experiment. 

Cherrington regularly uses 
his Twitter account to ask 
the community for help feed¬ 
ing, clothing and supporting 
the hundreds of youth he 
works with. While he was 
on vacation, some of those 
youth logged on to Twitter 
and asked Edmontonians for 
eveiything from a bunk bed 
to baby gates. 

The youth also tweeted 
words of thanks to the “kind- 
hearted strangers” who 
helped them. 

Cherrington has deemed 
the experiment such a success 
that he’s set up a new Twitter 
account — @Myegstrong — 
for youth to ask the commun¬ 
ity for help if needed.

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Verdict brings no resolution 
to killing of Trayvon Martin 


Not guilty. Trouble 
may be far from over 
for Zimmerman as civil 
suit, rights case loom 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
urged Americans to respect 
the decision of jurors on Sun¬ 
day following the acquittal of 
George Zimmerman in the 
death of unarmed teenager 
Trayvon Martin, a case that 


has bitterly divided the coun¬ 
try since the boy was gunned 
down more than a year ago. 

“I know this case has elicit¬ 
ed strong passions,” Obama 
said in a statement, in which 
he referred to the slaying of the 
black 17-year-old as a “tragedy.” 

“But we are a nation of 
laws, and a juiy has spoken. 
I now ask every American to 
respect the call for calm reflec¬ 
tion from two parents who lost 
their young son.” 

Zimmerman’s legal prob¬ 


lems, however, seemed far 
from over a day after a juiy of 
six Florida women cleared him 
of manslaughter and second- 
degree murder charges — a 
verdict that spurred largely 
peaceful protests in the streets 
in several U.S. cities. 

The Justice Department 
said in a statement on Sunday 
that it’s investigating Martin’s 
death to determine whether 
federal prosecutors should file 
criminal civil-rights charges 
now that Zimmerman’s been 


acquitted. The department 
launched a probe a year ago 
but stepped aside to allow Flor¬ 
ida’s prosecution to proceed. 

Martin’s parents are also 
considering a wrongful death 
civil suit against Zimmerman. 

The verdict, many argued 
this weekend, proves the 
criminal-justice system is still 
inherently biased against black 
people, given that Martin, the 
unarmed victim, was success¬ 
fully portrayed as the aggressor 
in the case, the Canadian press

U.S. recoils 
and rages 

From New York to Califor¬ 
nia, outrage poured from 
street demonstrations and 
church pulpits on Sunday 
as hundreds of protesters 
took to the streets. 

In Manhattan, congre¬ 
gants at Middle Collegiate 
Church were encouraged to 
wear hoodies in memoiy of 
Trayvon Martin. 

The Rev. Jacqueline 
Lewis, wearing a pink 
hoodie, urged peace and 
told her congregation that 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
“would have wanted us to 
conduct ourselves on the 
highest plane of dignity.” 

Chicagoan Maya Miller, 
73, said the case reminded 
her of the 1955 slaying of 
Emmitt Till, a 14-year-old 
who was murdered by a 
group of white men. Till’s 
killing galvanized the civil- 
rights movement. Miller 
said she feels as if “nothing 
has changed in 58 years.” 

Civil-rights leaders, 
including the Revs. Jesse 
Jackson and A1 Sharpton, 
urged peace in the wake 
of the verdict. Jackson said 
the legal system “failed 
justice,” but violence isn’t 
the answer. 

Not eveiyone heeded 
those calls. 

In Oakland, Calif., some 
demonstrators broke win¬ 
dows, burned U.S. flags and 
started street fires. Some 
also vandalized a police 
car and used spray paint to 
scrawl anti-police graffiti on 
roads and a courthouse.

Manitoba village bears

The reeve of Pipestone, Man., 
is relieved no one was seriously 
injured after what Environ¬ 
ment Canada says was likely a 
tornado tore through the rural 
municipality Saturday night. 

“It ripped the roofs off build¬ 
ings, flipped a mobile (home), 
took a part of the hall and part 
of the rink — so it was pretty 
severe,” Ross Tycoles told Met¬ 
ro Sunday morning from his 
home in Reston, Man. “It was 
bad enough here, but Pipestone 
is the one that really got it.” 

Tycoles said the fast-moving 
storm — which dropped hail 


as big as golf balls in the area 
as it moved into the south¬ 
west comer of Manitoba along 
Highway 2 from Saskatchewan

and knocked out power for the 
more than 200 people in the vil¬ 
lage of Pipestone.

Fighting despair 


“Our faith doesn’t re¬ 
move our suffering, but 
it ensures despair won’t 
have the last word.”

Church in Lac-Megantic, Que. 


Steve Lemay said he and 
his colleagues have tried to 
bring some solace to Lac- 
Megantic in the week since 
a horrific train derailment 
killed an estimated 50 people 
and razed the town centre. 

But he said some residents 
haven’t even begun to grieve 
and it’s far too soon to speak 
of recovery. With many ques¬ 
tions about the crash still 
unanswered, the loss hasn’t 
fully sunk in, he told repor¬ 
ters outside the Ste-Agnes 
Church. 

“We’re far from accept¬ 
ance,” he said, adding many 
families haven’t been able to 
say goodbye to the loved ones 
whose lives were cut short. 

“Normally, when we lose 
someone we love, we can see 
them, we can make contact. 

“We don’t have that here.” 

Two more bodies were 
pulled from the rubble 


Sunday, bringing the offi¬ 
cial death toll to 35. Fifteen 
people remained missing, 
more than a week after the 
disaster. 

Authorities demolished 
two buildings because they 
were said to be unstable and 
posed a threat to crews work¬ 
ing there. 

A heat wave has added an¬ 
other complication to crews 
sifting through the wreckage. 

Quebec provincial police 
Lt. Michel Brunet said three 
firefighters suffered minor 
injuries Sunday as temper¬ 
atures hovered around 30 C. 

It’s even hotter on site, 
Brunet said. 

“For the workers, they 
have to wear heavy equip¬ 
ment and masks and they 
sometimes need to go into 
(areas) that can be 40 or 50 
degrees,” he said in an inter¬ 
view.

On a windy morning in Cali¬ 
fornia’s Salinas Valley, a trac¬ 
tor pulled a refrigerator-sized 
contraption over rows of bud¬ 
ding iceberg lettuce plants. 
Engineers from Silicon Valley 
tinkered with software on a 
laptop to ensure the machine 
was eliminating the right 
buds.

Today's weak labour market for 
youth is not only hurting young 
Canadians. It's also taking a financial 
toll on their middle-class parents. 

There are still 200,000 fewer 
jobs for young Canadians than be¬ 
fore the recession. According to TD 
Bank, young Canadians are not only 
losing out today, they also face lower 
wages for more than a decade as 
they try to catch up on missed work 
experience. A growing number of 
20 -somethings are now competing 
for unpaid internships in an attempt 
to get ahead. 

While job prospects for young 
Canadians have deteriorated, the 
price of everything from tuition to 
rent and groceries has gone up. Yet 


student debt levels have remained 
relatively constant. So who is picking 
up the tab? 

It's middle-class parents who 
are stepping in to financially support 
their adult children. 

According to TD, more than 
half of baby-boom parents have 
continued to financially support 
their adult children, even after they 
leave school. Instead of listening to 
Canadians on this issue, the Harper 
Conservatives have cut the number 
of youth jobs in the Canada Summer 
Jobs Program by more than half, 
and frozen the skills training budget 
at 2008 levels without allowing 
for either inflation or population 
growth.

United in grief. 

Celebrities, fans send 
out condolences to 
Glee actor’s family, 
police won’t speculate 
on cause of death 


Tributes from celebrities and 
fans of the popular television 
series Glee were pouring in on 
social media Sunday as those 
who admire Canadian actor 
Coiy Monteith learned of his 
sudden death. 

The 31-year-old actor, who 
shot to fame as football player 
and singer Finn Hudson on 
the popular television series, 
was found dead at a down¬ 
town Vancouver hotel room 
on Saturday. 

Police told reporters the 


cause of death still must be 
determined, but investigators 
do not believe foul play was 
involved. 

Once news broke of Monte- 
ith’s death, fellow celebrities 
and Glee cast members took 
to Twitter to express their con¬ 
dolences. 

Dot-Marie Jones, who plays 
Coach Shannon Beiste, wrote, 
“I am blessed to have worked 
with him and love him so 
much. My heart is with his 
family and our whole Glee 
family. I love you all.” 

And Lauren Potter, who 
plays cheerleader Becky 
Jackson said, “I am totally 
heartbroken right now. I love 
Cory so much this hurts my 
heart. I hope my Glee family 
is OK right now. I love them 
all. Coiy was always so nice 
to me. I have so many good 
memories.” 


Monteith’s co-star and girl¬ 
friend Lea Michele, who plays 
Finn’s girlfriend on-screen, 
has issued a brief statement, 
requesting privacy. 

Fans from B.C., where 
Monteith grew up, also 
mourned the death of the lo¬ 
cal celebrity. 

“When I first saw Glee, 
I was ecstatic for Cory. A lo¬ 
cal boy and a great guy. My 
thoughts to his family and 
friends. He will be remem¬ 
bered,” wrote Vancouver actor 
Osric Chau. 

The executive producers 
of Glee and Fox also issued a 
statement on Saturday night, 
saying, “We are deeply sad¬ 
dened by this tragic news. 
Coiy was an exceptional tal¬ 
ent and an even more excep¬ 
tional person. He was a true 
joy to work with and we will 
all miss him tremendously. 


Our thoughts and prayers 
are with his family and loved 
ones.” 

Acting Vancouver Police 
Chief Doug LePard told repor¬ 
ters on Saturday that Monte¬ 
ith’s body was found around 
noon after he failed to check 
out from his room as sched¬ 
uled. LePard said the actor had 
been with some other people 
in the room the night before, 
but video and electronic rec¬ 
ords show that Monteith en¬ 
tered the room by himself on 
Saturday morning. 

His death comes several 
months after he told People 
magazine that he had ad¬ 
mitted himself into rehab 
for substance abuse, but 
police declined to speculate 
whether there was any con¬ 
nection. 

Monteith, who has been 
open about having suffered

Orange is the New 
Black. New Netflix 
series about a socialite 
doing time puts a 
female spin on 
life as an inmate 


The new Netflix series Orange 
is the New Black opens with 
the provocative image of two 
naked women in a shower, 
entwined in a passionate em¬ 
brace. It’s the kind of brazen 
kickoff obviously designed to 
grab attention, but star Tay¬ 
lor Schilling says the show’s 
envelope-pushing nudity is dif¬ 
ferent — this time the salacious 
scenes come from a resolutely 
female point-of-view. 

“It doesn’t to me feel like it’s 
as sexualized as other scripts 
that I’ve read,” Schilling said 
by phone from New York of the 
dramedy. 

Schilling stars as privileged 
Brooklyn socialite Piper Chap¬ 
man, who is slapped with a 
15-month sentence at a U.S. 
federal penitentiaiy when au¬ 


thorities link her to a hard-as- 
nails female drug-runner she 
romanced — and ferried cash 
for — more than a decade ear¬ 
ner. 

Schilling lauds an array of 
racially diverse actresses who 
fill out the cast and praises Ko- 
han for offering a rare chance 
to see a variety of female char¬ 
acters on the small screen. Even 
the blond and seemingly deli¬ 
cate character Piper challenges 
convention, she said. 

“It’s a moment of divine 
intervention I think when you 
find a role that can really be a 
full-bodied woman, and actual¬ 
ly I mean that in eveiy sense of 
the word,” said Schilling. 

“To be a dynamic character 
like we all are that isn’t just a 
love interest or isn’t just the 
mom or isn’t just the daughter 
(is great) - a woman that’s really 
sitting in the seat of her own ex¬ 
perience, that’s in the middle of 
her own narrative, discovering 
who she is and that’s valued 
just by virtue of that seemed 
valuable enough to be a stoiy 
in and of itself.... That’s, like, 
radical.

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Jim Bennett: Lucky to be alive and loving Get Lucky 



Viral success. Bass 
player earns online 
popularity with Daft 
Punk cover months 
after beating very 
serious condition 


Even before his homemade 
Daft Punk cover soared to Inter¬ 
net prominence, Vancouver’s 
Jim Bennett felt he was lucky 
indeed—just to be alive. 

The 30-year-old had been 
diagnosed with necrotizing 
pancreatitis (the sudden in¬ 
flammation of the pancreas) on 
New Year’s Day, touching off a 
nightmarish few months that 
he spent confined to a hospi¬ 
tal bed. Unbeknownst to him, 
Bennett had been assessed with 
a mere 10 per cent chance of 
survival. But he did survive. 
And while still immersed in the 
arduous process of recoveiy, he 
picked up his bass guitar and — 
on a whim — recorded a cover 
of Daft Punk’s luminous sum¬ 
mer smash Get Lucky. 

Since uploading the tune to 
YouTube a couple weeks ago, 
more than 560,000 viewers 
have been drawn to the clip. 


“I thought, ‘I’ll record this 
and have a good time’ kind of 
thing.... It was just for my own 
amusement and for fun,” said 
the cheerful Bennett down the 
line from his B.C. home. 

“I had no idea it would blow 
up like this.” 

Months ago, Bennett’s pri¬ 
orities were certainly far dif¬ 
ferent. On Dec. 31 of last year 
he and his girlfriend, Andrea 
Terpenlcas, had plans to go to a 
friend’s place but stayed home 
because Bennett wasn’t feeling 


well. He only got worse over¬ 
night and a trip to the hospital 
and a round of X-rays ensued, 
along with that gloomy afore¬ 
mentioned diagnosis. 

He was wheeled into the 
operating room as soon as 
possible, and he would stay in 
the hospital for almost three 
months. He would endure nine 
surgeries over that span, and by 
the time he was finally in re¬ 
coveiy he would have to learn 
again how to walk and how to 
talk. 


“It was the toughest two and 
a half months of our lives, but 
we made it through,” he said. 

Bennett, who was bom in 
Calgaiy, grew up in Victoria 
and studied in Montreal be¬ 
fore moving to Vancouver, had 
played in various funk, jazz and 
R&B outfits over the years, but 
had focused on other pursuits 
recently, including finding 
work as a web designer. 

But his hospital stay shifted 
his perspective. 

“I just kind of realized how

important certain things are to 
me in life: friends and family 
and music,” he said. “You can 
chase a career and try and 
make a decent living and buy 
a house, but you can’t take 
money with you. I just really 
wanted to do something like 
music that I thought was really 
important to me.” 

He began playing bass with 
more frequency upon his re¬ 
lease from hospital. Recording 
and editing his Get Lucky video 
took only a few hours, he said, 
and he plans on releasing more 
videos soon. He’s also mus¬ 
ing on recording an album of 
drum-and-bass Daft Punk cov¬ 
ers next month, for which he’s 
toying with the title Daft Bass. 

Beyond the nearly 10,000 
“likes” from YouTube view¬ 
ers, he also received flattering 


feedback from Chic founding 
guitarist Nile Rodgers, who 
contributed Get Lucky’s buoy¬ 
ant, silken guitar riff. After a 
fan sent him a link to the video, 
Rodgers tweeted the clip to his 
76,000-plus followers with the 
comment: “This dude’s a mon¬ 
ster. He’s chucking on the bass 
like Nard.” (A reference to late 
Chic bassist Bernard Edwards). 

Bennett hopes his new¬ 
found recognition translates 
into more opportunities in 
music. He’s open to teaching 
bass locally or online through 
Skype, he’d love to secure ses¬ 
sion work or a touring gig and 
adds with a sheepish laugh: “If 
there’s any bands out there that 
are looking for a bass player...” 

He has a clean bill of health 
now but says he won’t fully feel 
like himself until Januaiy, with 
some residual back pain and 
other aches to deal with in the 
meantime. 

Even if further opportun¬ 
ities don’t spring from his 
unlikely viral hit, Bennett 
says Get Lucky has done a lot 
for him. “It’s just great to have 
something so positive in a year 
that started out so bad and so 
rough,” he said.

This time around it’s Safe- 
tyTats. The premise of the 
invention is to identify chil¬ 
dren’s allergies or other vital 


information through tempor¬ 
ary tattoos that can be applied 
anywhere on the body. 

There are two different 
types of SafetyTats. The ori¬ 
ginal ones, which are applied 
like regular temporary tat¬ 
toos, come with standard al¬ 
lergy messages (such as “food 
allergy: nuts”) and quick stick 
write-ons, which come in vari¬ 
ous neon colors, apply similar 
to a Band-Aid and allow users 
to write custom allergy mes¬ 
sages.

“Men with sisters appear to do 
less housework, even in middle 
age.” A provocative and, I think, 
curious statement to make. 

Yet, according to a paper 
published in the Journal of Pol¬ 
itics, decades of data have led to 
this conclusion. The data sug¬ 
gest siblings can have as large 
an impact on gender stereotyp¬ 
ing as parents can when run¬ 
ning a home. 

The report goes as far as to 
say that the roles of brother 
and sister can resemble those 
of husband and wife. (Frankly, 
the only way my kids resemble 


a husband and wife is in a Bick- 
ersons arguing sort of way.) 

How to prevent this from 
happening in our own home? 
I’m thinking maybe we could 
start with the philosophy of 
“It’s only work if you’re not 
having fun.” I say this, as due to 
my excellent parenting skills, 
(or admittedly by some strange 
fluke), I happen to have tricked 
my youngest son, 11, into 
thinking that housework is fun. 

He routinely mops the kitch¬ 
en floor, vacuums, and sprays 
glass cleaner on glass cleanable 
surfaces with wild abandon. 
He requested, and received, his 
very own toilet brush, that he 
also uses with surprising fre¬ 
quency. He does all of this... for 
fun. In fact, the day that school 
ended he asked if he could mop 
as a sort of “welcome to sum¬ 
mer holidays treat.” I magnani¬ 
mously let him. 

He does have siblings (a 
brother and two sisters), none 
of whom would even pick up 
a duster unless it were on fire, 
and probably not even then un¬ 
less I threatened to take their 
phones away. 

Maybe the fact that there is 


another brother in the house 
counteracts the unintentional 
yet subliminal boy versus 
girl housecleaning message. 
Whatever the case, the theoiy 
doesn’t seem to hold water in 
my house. 

But if that’s what the re¬ 
search shows for other families, 
maybe on the whole we need to 
do something about this, most¬ 
ly to save our daughters, and 
our son’s future partners from 
having to pick up the slack, and 
the dirty clothes, thanks to our 
own procreation of boys. 

The study tells us that our 
kids are watching us — how 
we divvy up the chores we do 
as adults and how we assign 
chores to our children. 

Does your daughter mow 
the lawn? Does your son set 
the table? Do you have “boy 
jobs” and “girl jobs” in your 
house? Take some time to mix 
it up this week. Unfortunately I 
can’t lend my own son out, as 
the floors need cleaning at my

Beer can mean big business for cities 



Happily ever crafter. 
The transformation 
of a once-forgotten 
neighbourhood in 
Cleveland paints a 
picture of the way in 
which breweries can 
bring on a boom 


To see how a small business 
can transform a neighbour¬ 
hood, just follow the bar¬ 
rels. 

About 30 years ago, beer 
lovers wanting to create 
their own drinks started 
taking over abandoned old 
buildings in rundown city 
districts, refitting them 
with tanks, kettles and 
casks, and churning out 
beer. 

The byproduct was a 
boom in craft beer drinkers: 
Barrels shipped have more 
than doubled in the past 
decade, according to trade 
publication Beer Marketer’s 
Insights. 

But beer drinkers weren’t 
the only beneficiaries. The 
arrival of a craft brewery 
was also often one of the 


first signs that a neighbour¬ 
hood was changing. From 


New England to the West 
Coast, new businesses bub¬ 
bled up around breweries, 
drawing young people and 
creating a vibrant commun¬ 
ity where families could 
plant roots and small busi¬ 
nesses could thrive. 

It happened in Cleveland. 
Once an industrial power¬ 
house, the Rust Belt city has 
been losing residents since 
the 1950s. Manufacturing 
jobs disappeared. The city 
nearly went bankrupt in 
1978. 


Marred by abandoned 
buildings and boarded-up 
stores after several hard 
decades, the downtown 
Ohio City neighbourhood, 
just west of the Cuyahoga 
River, which divides Cleve¬ 
land, was “perceived as dan¬ 
gerous and blighted” into 
the 1980s, says Eric Wobser. 
He works for Ohio City Inc., 
a non-profit that promotes 
residential and commercial 
development while trying 
to preserve the neighbour¬ 
hood’s older buildings. 


Enter Great Lakes Brew¬ 
ing, which opened in 1988. 
Over the years, it’s built 
a brewery and a brewpub 
from structures that once 
housed a feed store, a sal¬ 
oon and a livery stable. 

“We resurrected all of 
them,” says Pat Conway, 
who founded Great Lakes 
with his brother, Dan¬ 
iel. “We’ve beautified the 
neighbourhood, provided a 
stunning restoration.” 

Other breweries and 
businesses — a pasta male-

er, a bike shop, a tortilla 
factory, as well as restau¬ 
rants and bars — followed. 
Newcomers are flocking to 
the neighbourhood, even 
though Cleveland’s overall 
population is still declining. 
The city repaved the quiet 
street next to the brew¬ 
ery, Market Avenue, with 
cobblestones, and poured 
millions into renovat¬ 
ing the West Side Market, 
whose origins date back to 
the 19th century. 

Today, more than 100 
vendors sell produce, meat, 
cheese and other foods 
there. What’s going on in 
Cleveland is happening 
across the country. 

Trendy small busi¬ 
nesses like breweries and 
younger residents have 
been returning to down¬ 
town neighbourhoods in 
many cities across the U.S. 
The biggest cities are grow¬ 
ing faster than the suburbs 
around them, according to 
census data. 

Another benefit of the 
brewery boom: Manufactur¬ 
ers like brewers typically 
pay workers more than 
service businesses like res¬ 
taurants or shops do. That’s 
good for local economies.

No matter how you look at it, 
smoking is expensive — be¬ 
yond the actual pack of smokes, 
treatment expenses and health 
care for smokers often break 
the bank. 

A new study from Ohio 
State University shows another 
way that smoking has become 
a burden: through those little 
bits of time smokers use to 
light up. 

According to the June study, 
employing smokers will cost 
employers upward of $5,800 
per smoker, per year. The 
costs due to loss of productiv¬ 


ity because of periodic smoke 
breaks is more than $3,000 
per smoker, per year. Attorney 
Gregg Sallca, of the law firm 
Fisher & Phillip, represents em¬ 
ployers who are concerned that 
employing smokers is bad for 
business. 

As a representative for the 
employers, what are your 
biggest concerns about em¬ 
ploying smokers? 

Employers that have employ¬ 
ees who take breaks in incre¬ 
ments of five to 20 minutes 
throughout the day; if those 
employees are hourly, they 
need to be compensated. So I’m 


assuming that would decrease 
productivity just as someone 
who’s browsing Amazon or 
posting on Faceboolc. 

Is there anything else you’d 
like people to know about 
smoking and work-place 
productivity? 

I think (employers) should real¬ 
ly treat all their employees the 
same, regardless of whether 
they’re smokers or non-smok¬ 
ers or Faceboolcers or non-Fa- 
ceboolcers. An individual who 
is taking a break away from 
working time for whatever rea¬ 
son should be treated and disci¬ 
plined the same.

With one final power surge 
before the all-star break, Chris 
Davis earned himself a place 
in baseball’s record book and 
generated momentum for the 
Home Run Derby. 

Davis hit his 37th home 
run to tie the AL mark prior to 
the break, and the Baltimore 
Orioles cruised past the Toron¬

to Blue Jays 7-4 Sunday. 

Davis doubled in two runs 
in the first inning and hit a 
two-run homer in the third to 
give him 93 RBIs, second-most 
in the majors behind Detroit’s 
Miguel Cabrera. He and Ca¬ 
brera are the only players in 
major-league histoiy to have 


30 homers and 90 RBIs before 
the all-star game. 

“Superhuman,” Toronto 
manager John Gibbons said. 
“He’s having some kind of 
year. I saw him a little bit when 
he was in Texas coming up. He 
could always hit home runs. 
He got his opportunity here to 
play eveiy day and he’s taken 
advantage of it. It’s pretty im¬ 
pressive.” 

By going deep in a fourth 
straight game, Davis equalled 
Reggie Jackson’s AL mark of 
37 homers before the break, 
set in 1969. The major-league 
record is 39, by Barry Bonds in 
2001. 

Davis has already reached 


career highs in home runs and 
RBIs with 66 games left in the 
regular season. 

“I think it’s something def¬ 
initely to be proud of,” Davis 
said. “It means I’ve been doing 
my job, but it also speaks vol¬ 
umes about the guys in front 
of me getting on base and real¬ 
ly swinging the bats well.” 

Davis has been facing a shift 
lately, but there’s no defending 
a ball that clears the wall. 

“You can’t shift to the 
stands,” Orioles manager Buck 
Showalter said. “They don’t 
allow you to put anybody out 
there. So hit it where the grass 
doesn’t grow.”

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The Great son: Trevor 
Gretzky arrives in B.C. 



Baseball. Minor-league 
outfielder swarmed 
by media as his Boise 
Hawks prepare for 
series in Vancouver 


Trevor Gretzky arrived in Van¬ 
couver on Wednesday for base¬ 
ball, but it’s his hockey roots 
that are drawing attention his 
way. 

As an outfielder with the 
Boise Hawks, Gretzky is in 
town for a five-game series 
against the Toronto Blue Jays’ 
Class-A short-season affiliate, 
the Vancouver Canadians. But 
he is under no illusions about 
what’s causing the spotlight 
around him. 

“I know it happens be¬ 
cause of my dad,” said Gretzky, 
whose father Wayne played 
21 seasons in the National 
Hockey League, bringing four 
Stanley Cup championships to 


the city of Edmonton, and win¬ 
ning the Hart Trophy for the 
league’s most valuable player 
nine times. 

The baseball-playing Gretz¬ 
ky grew up in Los Angeles, 
ditching hockey at a young age 


to focus on football and base¬ 
ball. 

“If I had grown up in Can¬ 
ada I would’ve probably played 
hockey,” he said. 

As a teenager at Oaks Chris¬ 
tian High School in California, 


Gretzky was named start¬ 
ing quarterback of the prep 
school’s football team. Three 
games into his senior season, 
however, a shoulder injuiy 
halted his young football ca¬ 
reer. 

So Gretzky turned his sights 
back to baseball and in 2011, 
he was drafted by the Chicago 
Cubs in the seventh round of 
the MLB amateur draft. 

Gretzky played last season 
in the Arizona Rookie League, 
batting .304 in 25 games. 

“I kind of always knew I 
was going to come back to 
baseball,” he said. “I just didn’t 
know when.” 

Before Boise’s trip to Van¬ 
couver, Gretzky was in and 
out of the lineup, making ap¬ 
pearances in just eight of the 
Hawks’ first 25 games. Since 
Wednesday, he’s earned three 
straight starts. 

Through 11 games this sea¬ 
son, Gretzky is batting .256 
with 10 hits and one RBI.
